Sagasta Was Duly Notified. 


Last fall the Sagasta government was duly 
notified of this intention on the part of the 
United States. No definite arrangement 
was made, but there was a tacit arrange- 
ment that if by the close of the dry season 
peace had not been restored to Cuba the 
United States would feel justified in de- 
manding that Spain recognize the independ- 
ence of Cuba. It is to make good this dec- 
laration of Policy that the preparations for 
war have been hurrfed and the extraordi- 
nary credit of $50,000,000 provided. The 
President sooner or later will’ go further 


than 4 mere recognition of independence, for 


he will say not that’ Cuba is free but that 
it shall and must be free. For this country 
merely to recognize the independence of 
Cuba and then to sit by with folded arms 
and maintain its position as a neutral would 
be to leave the starvation and butchery of 
the Cuban people exactly where they are to- 
day. The President will recognize independ- 
ence, but coupled with that recognition will 
be a positive assertion of an intention to- 
force @pain out of theisland. . 

_ During all these winter months the Sa- 
gasta government has persisted in declaring 
that under no consideration would it even 
conduct diplomatic negotiations on the basis 
of independence, and that a recognition of 
the sovereignty of the Cuban republic by 


hostile act. If the Sagasta ministry main- 
tains this stand war must come, for the ad- 
ministration is now too far committed to 
take a backwardstep. Premier §agasta ful- 
ly recognizes that Cuba is lost to Spain. 
He finds himself, however, with the appar- 
ent necessity of choosing between a war 
abroad and a revolution at home. This un- 
fortunate choice of evils is fully known to 
the administration here. If Sagasta and the 
Queen Regent decide that they can control 
their own people President McKinley will 
give them an opportunity to yield Cuba as, 
gracefully as possible, and the United States 
will defer recognition of intependence for as 
long a time as may be necessary for Spain 
to give up voluntarily. Few nations have 
ever allowed a colony to achieve its inde- 
pendence without a serious war, and Spain, 
after fighting its South American colonies, 
continued to assert ite sovereignty over them 
for a long time after they were virtually in- 
dependent and had been recognized as such 
by the great powers of the earth. 
Spain May Withdraw Gradually. 

If Spain desires she will be given an op- 
pertunity to withdraw her troops gradually 
and permit the Cubans to extend their con- 
trol all over the island. But if this is not 
done and assurances giver to the United 
States that the Cuban republic will have 
practical if not political independence, in- 
tervention with force will be resorted to by 
the United States. |

‘Mrs. “ Jack ” Wilmerding, Daughter of 
Colonel Vanderbilt Allen, Returns 
from Europe a Maniac—Physicians 
Say She Is Su@ering from Paresis 
and Order Her Se ent—Causes 
of Her Insanity Are Explained in 
Various Ways. 


New York, March 9.—(Special. }—The great. 
granddaughter of old Commodore Vander- 
bilt, the handsome, dashing wife of young 
“Jack” Wilmerding, is an insane patient 
at the Bloomingdale Asylum. 
' She was sent home from Burope four 
‘weeks ago by her father, Colonel Vanderbilt 
Allen. She was accompanied by a physician 
and nurses, and upon her arrival was ex- 
amined by her father’s family physician, 
Dr. Allan McLane. Hamilton, and by Dr. 
De Forest Smith. She was regularly com-. 
mitted to the Bloomingdale Asylum at 
White Plains. 

Mrs, Wilmerding’s conditon has not im- 


'| proved and there is little hope of her re- 


covery. She livés in the most luxurious 


_ *§ apartments of the asylum, but is under the 


constant care of nurses. 

Mrs, Wilmerding is suffering from “well 
defined symptoms of paresis. She has de- 
lusions that enemies are pursuing her. At 
times she is unable to recognize her friends; 
ofter she loses her own identity. .Stinee her 
commitment the delusions have increased, 
though the physicians of the asylum will 
not admit that her case !s hopeless. 

Young Mr. Wilmerding has not visited his 
wife since her return from Europe. They 
separated last summer, after a married life 
of discord and unhappiness. When seen by 
a@ reporter today Mr. Wilmerding denied at, 
first all knowledge of his wife's condition. 
Later he admitted in the presetice of his 
father, John C. Wilmerding S&Sr., that his 
| wife had returned from Europe with shat- 
tered nerves and was in a retreat.

CABLES TO CONNECT FORTS.

Washin D. C, March 9.—General 
Greely, chief signal officer, has written the 
following letter to the Secretary of War, 
who has forwarded it to Chairman Cannon 
of the House Committee on Appropriations: 

To the Honorable Secretary of War—Sir: 
The estimate of $20,000 for cables to connect 
electrically the fortifications in the harbors 
of New York, Boston, and Philadelphia has 
been omitted from the sundry civil bill as 
reported by the House of Representatives. 
The chief signal officer would be derelict in 
his duty did he not call the attention of the 
Secretary of War to the necessity of urging 
upon the Senate such an appropriation. For 
seven consecutive years the chief signal 
officer has unavailingly recommended the 
importance of this matter, reciting the fact 
that some of our most important defenses 
can only be reached by messenger. 

The destruction of the military cables be- 
tween Alcatraz, Angel Islands, and the 
mainland long since left the fortifications 
in San Francisco isolated and entirely un- 
connected electrically, and Fort Warren in 
Boston harbor is also without reach by tele- 
phone or telegraph.

In the business world 
the most acute minds of the century are 
applying themselves to the development of 
speedy and increased communication, es- 
pecially through electrical devices, and the 
failure of any country to utilize in this 
direction the highest inventive, skill must 
materially lessen its chance of success in 
war. In every other country of the world 
the entire system of harbor defenses for 
each port is connected electrically, so that 
not only is intercommunication and the

of the defense rest under one master mind. 

It must seem hardly credible to either 
business-men or to experts that Congress 
after authorizing a system of coast defenses 
to cost millions of dollars should for years 
refuse to connect.the military forts around 
the great citfes of New York, Boston, and 
San Francisco, either electrically or tele- 
phonically. In critical emergencies, such 
as a rise in all defenses, military opera- 
tions at these points would, under existing 
conditions, be necessarily conducted with- 
‘out concert or unison, thus needlessly jeop- 
ardizing lives by the thousands and prop-

The present situation is parallel to that 
which would exist if our great cities, after 
spending tens of thousands of dollars in 
thoroughly establishing a fire department, 
should refuse to install therewith an elec- 
trical signal system and insist that alarms 
of fire should be sent either by messengers 
or by the nearest commercial telegraph 
line.

Every movement of the ships from now on 
will be in response to a well-determined 
plan of action, all dependent on the outbreak 
of actual] hostilities. The sending of the 
Brooklyn from La Guayra to Hampton 
Roads is, as was explained last night, only 
to make it the flagship of the northern 
squadron intended for the defense of At- 
lantic ports in case of sudden attacks by 
Spanish cruisers.

CHILEAN. DISPUTE RECALLED. 


How the United States Prepare dfor 
‘War That Never Came, in the 
‘Year 1881, 


The Maine 


disaster and the consequent 
serious prospect of war with Spain recalls 
to public interest the “‘ Chilean episode ”’ 
and the preparations made for trouble at 
that time. By the “ Chilean episode’ is 
meant the attack upon American sailors 
by a mob of Chileans, in the streets of Val- 
paraiso, on Oct. 16, 1891. 

The party of Congress had just 
thrown the Balmacedan government. a 
United States Minister to Chile, Patrick 
Egan, had been accused by the opponents 
of Balmaceda of aiding Balmaceda. The 
feeling in Chile against the United States 
was bitter. The United States cruiser Bal- 


dimore lay in the harbor of Valparaiso. It 


had incurred the anger of the revolution- 
ists by helping the agents of the American 
Cable company to cut the cable at Iquique. 

This was the condition of affairs when 
two boats crews from the Baltimore, on 
shore leave, landed in Valp#raiso on Oct. 16, 
1891. In a saloon an altercation arose be- 
tween Chilean sailors and some of the Bal- 
timore’s men. In the row one of the 
was knocked down, 

The Yankee sailors were then absaulted 
with fists, clubs, knives, and revolvers. 
They sought to escape by boarding a street 
car. The ¢ar was pursued by. a mob, and 
the sailors were dragged from the car. A 
riot followed. More than 100 armed men 
fell upon the sailors after they were dragg¢d 
W. 4n. boatswain’s mate, was 

Charles. W. n, 
killed instantly, William Trumbell, a coal- 
heaver, died from injuries received at the 
hands of the mob. Thirty-six others were 
more or leas seriously injured.. Commander 
Winfield 8. Schiey of the Baltimore, who has 
recently been made a Commodore, caused an 
investigation to be made, and on Oct. 22 tele- 
graphed the results to General Be 
F. Tracy, then Secretary of the Navy. 

What the government did after receiving 
Commander Schley’s report has never been 
fully made public. General Tracy told the 
whole story to a reporter. He said: 

“When Commander Schley’s report was 
received at the Navy department Mr. Blaine, 
the Secretary of State, was out of town. I 
presented. the report to the President, who, 
after going over it carefully, sent a note 
to the Chilean Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Matta. The note.was very carefully worded 


and extremely mild in its tone. 


*“In substance: it stated that the report of 
the trouble had been.received, and that the: 
President hoped that the sériousmess of the 
affair had beem exaggerated.. If, however, 
the first report proved to be a correct state~- 
ment of the case, the President expressed 
himself as confident that the Chilean gov- 
ernment would make whatever reparation 
was necessary. 
_* Soon after this note was sent Mr. Blaine 
returned to Washington and was made ac- 
quainted with the situation. No reply to 
the President's note was received for a 
long time. In the interval Mr. Blaine tried 
te arrive at some understanding 
or 


Pedro Montt. In this he failed, and, at the 


‘end of several weeks, the reply from the 


Chilean government was received. It was 
so insulting that it might almost have been 
a cause for war in itself. If, sought to 
justify the assault on our sailo nd dodged 
the issue in evéry way possible. 

“Then Congress met and the President 
dwelt at length upon the incident in his 
message. While Congress was considering 
the matter, on Jan. 20, 1892, Minister Montt 
presented a@ note from his government stat- 
ing that Mr. Egan was persona non grata:

“This note, coming on fop’ of the first 
one, and neither accompanied by an apology 
or an expression of the desire to make any 

reparation, President Harrison sent what 
was practically an ultimatum to the Chilean 
In that note the President 


held that the assault on the Baltimore’s 


men- was unprovoked; that the Valparaiso 
authorities had flagrantly failed in their 
duty to protect our sailors; that he could 


‘not think of re¢éalling Mr. Egan, and that 


he should insist upon an indemnification 


*of the families of the sailors killed and of 
the sailors themselves who had been in-. 


jured, together with an apology from the 


‘Chilean government. 


This note dispatched, our preparations 
fer 60 emprgency began. The chairmer of 
the Committeés on Naval Affairs of the 
Senate and the Hotise were invited to a con- 
ference with the Secretary of the Navy.

According to this plan, 
the first order to be issued was to concen- 
trate the fleet. A point of concentration was 
agreed on, and this was to be telegraphed to 
the three fleet commanders with the orders 
sent to them to begin operations. Admiral

“ According to. the plan laid out, after the 
fleets had concentrated they were to proceed 
to Chile, drive the Chilean men-of-war under 
the guns of the forts at Vaiparaiso, and then 
attack the whole coast line of Chile.

The send- 
ing of the Cordelia to the Cuban capital is 
not the only disproving circumstance which 
the Spanish have had recently thrust upon 
their contetmplation. The statement of Sir 
‘William Des Vouex, formerly Governor of 
the Bahamas and more recently Governor of 
Hongkong, has had a disillusionizing effect. 
Sir William has boldly declared that in case 
Spain attacks the American coast towns he 
believes Great Britain should dispatch a 
fleet to aid the American squadrons in pro- 
tecting American lives and property. 

“That,” he said, “ would afford such an 
opportunity of ahnealing the two English 
speaking nations as may never recur.”’

Washington, D. C.,' March 10.—Much 
jecture has been indulged in touching the 
visit paid the White House by. the British 
dor. “The Washington Post this 
(Thursday) morning says on this point: 
, “ Queen Victoria has, through Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, conveyed to President McKin- 
ley her gratification at the wise and con- 
servative course which he has thus far pur- 
sued in relation ‘to the Cuban and Spanish 
situation. She also expressed to him her 
thorough sympathy with the efforts put 
forth by the United States to relieve suffer- 
ing humanity in Cuba, with the hope that 
these endeavors may be conducted to a suc- 
cessful conclusion without war. 

“These expressions were not sent in offi- 
cial form. They would have been commu- 
nicated through Mr. Hay, the United States 
Am to Great Britain, but for the 
fact that he is absent on a voyage on the 
Nile. They were, therefore, communicated 
directly to Sir Julian* with the request that 
he present them in person to the President. 
There has been no correspondence with this 
country upon the subject, so that’ the 
Queen’s sentiments do not appear on record. 

“ The desire of the Queen that war should 
be avoided was emph for several rea- 
sons. It was pointed ont that the commer- 
cial relations of Great Britain with the 
United States were too extensive to be jeop- 
ardized by a war between this country and 
Spain. The blockade of the port of New 
York, for instance, it was pointed out, would 
be of irreparable damage to British ship-. 
ping, while the cessation of the shipment of 
{ood supplies to England would be exceed- 
ingly serious. 

President Expresses Satisfaction. 

“The reply of the President expressed 
his pleasure at the utterance of the Queen, 
with the additional statement that he also 
hoped that war could be avoided. Public 
announcement of the real purpose of the 
Ambassador’s visit has been avoided and 
a denial of the fact that it: had relation 
to the present crisis has been made because 
it was feared that the friendly utterance 
might be misconstrued. It was thought 
that the approval given.by the Queen to 
the President’s course might. be distaste- 


. ful in certain quarters and might be regard- 
ed as unduly influencing the President’s ac- 


tions in the future. 


“There was another reason, however, 


which had its weight in the direction of 
secrecy. The attitude of Great Britain goes 
further in this matter than a mere expres- 
sion of good wishes. There is a desire, 
which has yet only reached the tentative 
suggestion, that an alliance may be formed 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. It has been shown that the inter- 
ests of England and this country are not 
@nly identical in a general sense, but are 
especially identical in the great question of 
finding in China and the Hast a market 
for manufactures. 


Has Weight with McKinley. 

“This suggestion has considerable weight 
with ‘the administration. Great Britain is 
finding its supremacy in China seriously 
threatened. France has already established 
itself on the south, and Russia is aggressive 
on the north, while Germany has secured 
a strong foothold. If England proposes to 
hold its own it must fight for it.. This ex- 
plains why it is forbidding its shipowners 
to part with the vessels they are construct- 
ing, and accounts for the large increases it 
is making In its navy. 
’ “It was the suggestion that.if the United 
States would afford to Great Britain its 
moral support In case of trouble in the East 


it would offer us its sympathy and practical 


aid in any trouble that threatened with 
Spain that resulted in a discussion of the 
Eastern question in the Cabinet meeting 
last Tuesday. The administration appre- 
clates the value of this friendly attitude. 
Although it is well understood in this coun- 
try. that. it will be impossible for the navy 
to be placed at the disposal of Great Britain 
in upholding British supremacy in the East,

London, March 10.—The Washington cor-

The trouble arose through a plague party 
inquiring into the cause of the sickness of a 
Mohammedan woman. An enormous crowd 
of castemen gathered and stoned and

“ eort of armed police, and then returned and 


redemanded the surrender of the patient, 
which was refused. A Parsee magistrate, 
who exhorted the populace not to resist the 
police, was himself struck, whereupon he 
ordered the police to charge. They did so 
and four Mohammedans were killed and sev- 
eral were wounded.. | 

The disturbance spread with alarming 
fapidity, until the whole quarter around the 
Bhendi Bazaar presents a spectacle simi- 
lar to that of the riots of 1893. The Mo- 
hammedans, who were joined by the Hin- 
doos, assaulted every European or Eurusian 
they met, and a hysterical mob attacked 
the European dwellings in the suburb of 
Bycaulla. The residents barricaded them- 
selves in their houses and fired blank cart- 

_Yidges from their windows, which drove the 
rioters off. 

In the meantime troops were hurried to 
the scene and a battory of artillery is now 
patrolling the Bhendi Bazaar. 

The outbreak was specially directed against 
Christians. It reported that two Euro- 
pean soldiers were nearly killed, but it is 
difficult, owing to the excitement, to obtain 
correct details. 


Attack Made on Hospitals. 
London, March 9.—Special dispatches from 


Bombay say*sthe riot broke out at noon 


among the low caste Hindoos and Moham- 
medans against the Europeans. Two 
soldiers, as these dispatches were sent, had 
already been killed and the police had fired 
on the mob, killing six persons and wound- 
ing many others. 

The mob attacked the hospital, burned the 
offices and stores, and savagely assaulted 
the doctors, killing one of them. Detach- 
ments of the police, of the Shropshire regi- 
ment, and of artillery were hurried to the 
scene. A volley was fired into the mob and 
seven persons were killed. Before this, the 
dispatch adds, two soldiers of the Shrop- 
shire regiment and one artilleryman were 
stoned to death. 

The riot is described as causing a tre- 
mendous sensation. All the available troops 
and artillery have been called out and busi- 
ness is suspended. 

The excitement has partially subsided, but 
the situation is still regarded as serious, 
Cavalry has been ordered from Poonah to 
assist in patrolling the streets, and the 
volunteers have been called out. The city 
is in the hands of the military.

Board ‘of Education Grants 
Teachers Small Increase. 


COMPROMISE IS PASSED. 


Maximum Is Reached. 


SESSION LONG AND FIERY. 


After a hard fought battle, which lasted 
nearly two hours, the Board of Education 
last evening passed the majority report of 
the Committee on School Management on 
the increase of teachers’ salaries in the 
primary and grammar grades with but a 
slight amendment. The present siulary 
schedule of the primary and grammar grade 
teachers shall remain in force, with the ex- 
ception that when the maximum salary is 
reached their salaries shall be increased by 
$75 the first year and $50 a year afterwards 
until each salary shall reach $1,000. The in- 
crease takes effect Jan.1 last. An amendment 
offered by Mrs. Hull that the salaries of 
primary teachers be made equal to those re- 
ceived by the grammar teachers was lost.

Mr. Strong, however, refused to 
accept even this compromise and voted a 
solitary nay to the last question. A resolu- 
tion by Mr. Gross to advance the salaries 
of teachers in the kindergarten in a similar 
manner was ruled out of order, as the School 
Management committee has this matter in 
hand. 

Although the:two reports had been made 
a special order of business, it was not until 
after 9 o’clock that they were taken up. 
Mrs. Hull moved the acceptance of the 
minority report and Mr. Sherwood seconded 
Jer motion. He related the history of the 
whole matter and said the amount voted 
for the uses of the board by the Legislature 
and the surplus left over from last year 
would provide ample funds for the pay- 
ment of the teachers. He accused members 
of the board of bad faith in the matter. 

An amendment was proposed by Mr. Rog- 
ers which provided that the salaries of all 
teachers which had now reached the maxi- 
mum should be increased by $50 each year 
until the grammar teachers received $1,000 
a year and the primary teachers $950. The 
kindergarten teachers were to be increased 
$30 a year until they had reached $700. This 
amendment was voted down, 11 to 8.

It is declared that the Maine, which en- 
tered the port of Havana under the pretext 
of a friendly visit, was so overloaded with 
explosives that it was impossible to take 
proper precautions in storing them, and that 
the catastrophe ensued in consequence 
thereof. 

According to the.report at the Spanish 
embassy the crew of the Maine were thor- 
oughly convinced that the visit of the ship 
to Havana was of a hostile character. The 
Spanish government is said to have in its 
possession a letter written by a Spanish 
sailor on board the Maine, which said that 
on’ entering the’ harbor the ship was cleared 
for action and the guns loaded. 


Situation Is a Grave One. 

New York, March 9.—[{Special.]—The inti- 
mation on the part of the Spanish Embassy 
at Berlin contained in the special cable dis- 
patch from the banks of the Spree, published 
in today’s issue, to the effect that there is 
a large fleet of ocean-going steamships as- 
sembied in the ports of Valencia and Barce- 
lona, which are now being rapidly armed in 
order to serve as privateers in connection 
with the forthcoming conflict with the United 
States, is of considerable gravity, and serves 


one of the only civilized powers which has 
not taken part in the international agree- 
ment for the abolition of this peculiarly 
piratical form of naval warfare. 

There is no doubt that these ninety steam- 
ships, armed as cruisers, provided with let- 
ters of marque, and acting in conjunction 
with Spain's remarkably fine torpedo fleet, 
count inflict a considerable amount of dam- 
age to the United States. And one has only 
to recall the injury perpetrated at the ex- 
pense of the North American commerce by 
the single vessel, the Alabama, which may 
be described as a privateer, in order to 
realize the harm that can be done by a 
fleet of no less than ninety fast steaming 
privateers, giant sharks, so to speak, escort- 
ed in each case by a species of equally 
ferocious and dangerous pilot fish in the 
shape of a government torpedo boat. 

On the 19th of April, 1861, President Lin- 
coln issued his memorable proclamation to 
the effect that all confederate privateers 
should be treated as pirates. 


Another Name for Piracy. 


It is sincerely to be regretted that this 
proclamation was not put into actual ex- 
ecution. For there no doubt that priva- 
teering is but another name for piracy, and 
that if tolerated it must necessarily lead to 
the abandonment of all rules and regulations 
which have been devised by the Geneva con- 
vention for the conduct of warfare between 
civilized nations, especially those regula- 
tions which prohibit fighting, excepting be- 
tween members of the regular army and 
navy on either side. For the moment that 
civilians, that is to say, men not belonging 
either to the officially recognized army or 
navy, take up arms to do battle on their own 
account, all those humane restrictions which 
have been devised to shield non-combatants 
from injury on the part of the enemy will 
have to be given up. 

Privateering originated as far back as the 
twelfth century, and was abolished by the 
| great powers of Europe by the treaty of 
Paris on March 30, 1856. The United States 
government at first refused to adhere to 
this convention unless the right of block- 
ade was also given up. But by the treaty 
of Washington it became a party to the in- 
ternational agreement on the subject, from 
which only Spain is absent. — 

This is thoroughly in keeping with Span- 
ish ideas of the conduct of warfare. In a 
book which has recently been published at 
Madrid bearing the title of “‘ Don Igna- 
cio,” and giving a perfectly authentic story

MYSTERY OF A BOAT. 


Captain Dorwell Finds a Cap- 
sized Dory in the Lake. 


NO CLEW TO OCCUPANTS. 


Two Fishermen Seen in It Three 
Hours Before. | 


MAY HAIL 


FROM CALUMET. 


Captain Frank Dorwell of the tug Wel- 
come, which carries supplies to the cribs, 
picked up an overturned rowboat yesterday 
afternoon at 4 o’clock, about half a mile out 
from the mouth of the river. At 1 o'clock 
p. m. while returning from his first trip to 
the cribs Captain Dorwell saw two men in 
a rowboat fishing near the place where he 
later picked up the capsized craft, which was 
painted red and which the Captain thinks 
is probably the one he saw on his first trip. 
If this supposition be true the two fishermen 
were undoubtedly drowned: 

. There was a brisk wind at the time and a 
rough, choppy sea dangerous for small 
boats was running. 

“I was coming in from the intermediate 
crib,” said Captain Dorwell “ when I saw 
the capsized boat, and stopped to take it in 
tow. It was a new, well built, flat-bottomed 
skiff painted red. It did not look as if it 
had been knocked about much by the ice 
and sea, but as if it had been recently up- 
set. I had it righted, but there was nothing 
inside—neither oars nor rigging. There were 
oarlocks for two pairs of oars and a painter, 
and that was all. There was a piece of wood 
floating near, but I did not pick it up.” 

Captain Dorwell said there was neither 
name nor marks on the boat. When he saw 
the two men fishing he had it in mind to 
give them a tow into the harbor, but he 
saw they were busy lifting their nets and 
abandoned the idea. He took the rowboat 
to the tug yard in the North Branch at In- 
diana street. 

There was a rumor around the docks last 
night that Hugh McTavise, a tugman, had 
said he knew the owners of the boat and 
that they lived near him in South Chicago. 
McTavise could not be found last night.

most favorable cir- 
cumstances if the projects before the com- 
mittee had been agreed upon the total of ap- 
propriations would not have been permitted 
to exceed seven and a half or eight million 
dollars. This does not mean the abandon- 
ment Of a rivers and harbors appropriation 
by the Fifty-fifth Congress, but it simply 
postpones the matter until next December, 
when the condition of the Treasury is ex- 
ected to be more favorable to a river and 
harbor bill. 

Inasmuch as provision was made for the. 
maintenance of a number of important 
projects in the sundry civil bill there did not 
seem to be any necessity for increasing the 
expenditures at this session of Congress, and 
this was the principal reason for the aban- 
donment of a river and harbor appropriation 
at thistime. It was the overwhelming senti- 
ment of the committee that a postponement 
should be had until a more propitious season, 
or until the Treasury surplus had a chance to 
be materially increased. All the investiga- 
tions and examinations made by the Rivers 
and Harbors committee in the course of its 
journeys throughout the country recently 
will be utilized next December in the prepa- 
ration of the new bill. In fact, it is likely 
that the committee will be called together 
several days before the regular session of 
Congress begins in order that it may have 
its bill prepared and ready to be submitted 
to the House the first Monday in December. 

There was an exciting and patriotic inci- 
dent in the Pension Building this afternoon 
caused by a number of the clerks, who 
wished to show their approval of the action 
of Congress in appropriating $50,000,000, 
should an emergency arise with Spain.

Captain Dunham Says Decision of the 
_ River and Harbor Committee Will 
Have No Material Effect. 


' The decision of the River and Harbor 
committee not to report a bill to this ses- 
sion of Congress will not materially affect 
the work of widening the Chicago River. 
The work along the lines planned by Major 
Marshall will doubtless be carried out dur- 
ing the summer, 

“ The $400,000 to be used this summer in 
carrying out Major Marshall’s plans was 
not included in the River and Harbor bill,” 


{ said Captain J. S. Dunham, President of the 


River Improvement association, yesterday. 
* This improvement, the money for which 
was appropriated under the continuous con- 
tract system, did not come under that com- 
mittee again, but was made a part of the 
sundry civil bill. This bill has already 
passed the House and will undoubtedly be 
passed in time by the Senate. What we 
wanted in the river and harbor bill was the 
declaration that the depth of water in the 
Chicago River, as recognized by the gov- 
ernment, is twenty feet instead of sixteen, 
is now the case. With that declaration 
by Congress, the Secretary of War can 
condemn the tunnéls as obstructions to 
navigation, as there is now only sixteen 
feet of water on their crowns. When the 
iver and Harbor committee was here re- 
cently it was thought by the members of 
our association that it would not report a 
bill. now, but defer it until December. I 
have already communicated with Congress- 
man Reeves and Senator Cullom, asking 
them if the part of the mver and harbor 
bill relating to the Chicago River cannot be 
added to the sundry civil bill. I think it 
can, and in that event the action of the 
River and Harbor committee will not delay 
work at all,”’ 
The’ greater part of the work mapped out 
by Major Marshall, United States engineer 
in charge, consists in straightening and 
widening the river.

Many Children in Roseland Kept from 


‘School Because Streets Are Not in

FIGHT A DUELACROSS THE LINE. 


John Atkinson, Standing on Canadian 
_ Soil, Kills William Patterson in 
the United States. 


‘Vancouver, B. C., March 9.—[Special. ]— 
A shooting case, the most unique in the 
history of the province, occurred partly in 
Washington State and partly in the Province 
of British Columbia yesterday. A Canadian 
named John Atkinson of Douglas, B. C., 
standing on Canadian soil in South West- 
minster, shot William Patterson, an Ameri- 
can citizen standing on American soil, at 
Blaine, Wash. 

Some time ago Atkinson built a hotel 
in Canada and Patterson built a house in 


the United States which shut out Atkin- 


son’s view. This led to words and the men 
swore at each other and fought on the in- 
ternational border. Patterson, the Ameri- 
can, challenged the Canadian to a duel, 
urging that if they stood six paces each 
from the boundary the survivor could not be 
punished, as it would never be decided where 
the crime had been committed and which 
country had jurisdiction. The Canadian 
refused. Then the American, Patterson, 
built a twelve-foot fence on the boundary 
line, walling up the irate Canadian, who 
had to move his hotel or submit. The duel 
was then precipitated. They both whipped 
out their revolvers and, running to the edge 
of the fence, opened fire, Captain Patterson 
being killed on the American side. The ques- 
tion of jurisdiction may be seriously com- 
plicated.

BIG LOCKOUT MAY BE ORDERED. 


Master Painters Take Action on Im- 
| pending Troubles Over the 
Wage Scale. 


Serious trouble is threatened about April 
1 between the Master Painters’ association 
and thé Painters’ and Decorators’ union over 
the scale of wages for the net two years. 
The master painters held a meeting at the 
Sherman House yesterday and resolved, 
unless the differences between the two or- 
ganizations could be patched up in the 
meantime, to order a general lockout early 
in April. 

The proposition submitted by the painters 
and decorators provides for a scale of 35 
eents an hour until March 1 next, and 87% 
eents an hour for the year following. The 
employers say that 35 cents would be a fair 
rate of wages for the two years and declare 
they will not sign an agreement to pay the 
higher rate demanded. 

The master painters also object to the 
action of the brotherhood painters in not 
allowing the national paperhangers to work 
in the same shop with them. The feeling 
among the employers is that there will be a 
big lockout before the trouble is adjusted.

In the meantime the prospects for the 
coming summer are most encouraging. New 
clubs are being formed everywhere, new 
courses ate being laid out, and not the least 
important of these enterprises is the in- 
auguration of the Midlothian Country club 
of Chicago, with a property consisting of 
208 acres of rolling pasture. 

In the meantime a good deal of interest 
has been awakened in the questions brought 
up before the general meeting of the asso- 
ciation a week or two ago. It was not with- 
in the scope of so large and heterogenous a 
body to deal with the various points at is- 
sue, and the decision in most cases was 
wisely left with the Executive committee. 
There can be no doubt that the meeting did 
right in separating the-contests for the open 
and amateur championships. The separa- 
tion is, of course, entirely in favor of the 
former event, which has always been over- 
‘shadowed by the amateur tournament. The 
method of crowding the open championship 
into a single day at the end of the week was 
obviously unfair, both to amateurs and pro- 
fessionals. The amateurs, after a hard 
week’s golf, could hardl$? be expected to 
meet the professionals, who were fresh, 
upon equal terms. The pr8fessionals, on 
the other hand, are prevented from securing 
a sufficient amount of practice by the am- 
ateur contest, and their| tournament is 
robbed almost entirely.of its prestige. 


_No One Wants the Tourney. 


But’ now that the separation has been ef- 
fected a new difficulty has arisen. No club 
seems ‘to be overanxious to take the open 
tournament, and the Executive committee, 
with whom the choice lies, may find it rather 
hard to make a suitable selection. The 
open meeting must take place about the 
beginning of Juno in order to place it at 
three months’ distance from the amateur 
tournament at Morris County. The contest 
will be decided by two days’ medal play 
over seventy-two holes. If no club with an 
eighteen-hole course comes forward—and 
the only two in New York that could do 
so would be St. Andrews and Knollwood— 
there is a good opportunity for a club like 
Meadowbrook, for instance, with a_ real 
good nine-hole course, to step into the 
breach. The entries for the open event will 
naturally be far fewer in number than those 
for the amateur tournament, and so there 
is really no reason why the game should 
not be played over a nine-hole course. 

And it is worth while remarking here that 
the open tournament will probably attract 
a great deal of attention this summer. In 
the past golfers in America have been in- 
clined to disregard it altogether; partly be- 
cause they were so few really good pro- 
fessionals in this country, and none of them 
were native born: partly, too, because it was 
felt that an amateur had no possible chance 
of victory. | 

Both these objections have been removed to 
a large extent by last year’s showing of 
the amateurs against the professionals. 
With a fair contest there is no reason why 
an amateur should not come very near 
winning, and, in the second place, the field 
will be enormously improved in quality this 
spring by the number of good professional 
players who are coming over from Scotland 
to clubs in this country. : 


Chicago’s Professional Golfers.

The drawback to this plan ts that there is 
always a chance of a fluke victory in the 
intermediate rounds owing to the shortness 
of the match.

Of course 
this would lengthen the tournament some- 
what, but now that the open event is played 
off separately it would still be possible to 
begin play on Tuesday and finish on Satur- 
day, as before. There really seems to be 
very little valid objection to the change. 
There was a motion, it is true, to allow 32 
men instead of 16 to qualify, and in that case 
another day would be added to the contest. 
But even so play might begin on Monday. 
That would make the decision depend a 


endurance ought to count for something. 
Moreover, there is very little reason, at 
present at least, for extending the number 
of the qualifiers. Last autumn at Wheaton 
the last man who qualified for a place in 
the sixteen completed the 36 holes in a 
score, as I remember, of 195 or there- 
abouts.

It is 
really unimportant whether sixteen are al- 
lowed to qualify or thirty-two. It is of 
considerable importance that each match 
play round should consist of 36 holes. 


Aiken’s Peculiar Links. 


Golf is rather"a curious game at Alken, 
where a tournament is to be held next week, 
There is practiaclly no turf through the 
course, but by sowing Bermuda grass and 
using a roller and mowing machine a short 
stubbly growth is secured, which leaves the 
ball lying very clean, so that brassie play 
by no means so difficult as might be 
imagined. The putting greens are of mud 
rolled smooth and highly sprinkled with 
sand. Naturally they do net compare with 
grass putting greens, but they are never- 
theless wonderfully true. On the whole, it 
is not golf of the highest order that one gets 
at Aiken, but it is an excellent pastime for 
those who have to winter in the South. Mr. 
A. Fenn is the craek player of the Aiken 
club, although he was defeated not long 
ago by Mr. Foxhall Keene. Mr. Herbert 
Leeds, better known perhaps as an amateur 
yachtsman, is also a constant visitor to 
Aiken, and among these three the cham- 
pionship of the South should be.

Security values showed some advances 
yesterday, but the slight gains recorded 
gave evidence of no real improvement in 
price conditions. 

The bears and not the bulls are now domi- 
nating the market and making prices. The 
gtormy upward movement during the first 
nours of trading yesterday appears to have 
been due almost entirely to covering by 
ghorts, who became timid over the purchase 
of a few shares of “ Americans ” by London. 
As the day progressed and the shorts found 
that there was no sustained buying move- 
ment of any sort, this timidity became van- 

yished, and the market, losing their un- 
q@illing support, closed rather weak. 

There is something remarkable in the nerv- 
ous calm which has come over the security 
markets in the last several days. Bulls and 
bears are now equally quick to get fright- 
ened. The former understand that if hos- 
tilities begin prices will go still lower, at 
Jeast at first; while the latter know that 
prices are now way below the levels wh:ch 
peace should justify, and that if nothing 
should come out of the present troubles in 
the way of a real, grim, serious war, they 
might have to buy in stocks at much higher 

s than they had already sold them at, | 

With the future so absolutely uncertain in * 

its possible developments, traders on both 

gides of the market catch eagerly at straws, 
and seem inclined to change their opinions, 


- 4¢f they have any, at very short notice. In- 


vestors are not to any great extent in the 
market at present. A great many people of 
this class purchased about all the securities 
they wanted at the low prices of last week. 
Others are waiting for prices to go still lower 
for they reason that if not today, at least 
tomorrow the unsettled market will be sure 
to come down to prices as cheap as they 
would dare ask. 

Until the decision of the court of inquiry 
4s given out there will probably continue to 
be a dull, yet exciting, market—owing to the 
feeling which inspires caution that the end 
of the crisis will cause a big movement one 
way or the other. 

Some traders think that, independent of 
the Maine decision, the prospects are all 
favorable to impending war; for the country 
appears to be drifting toward a complete 
committal of itself to a policy of interven- 
tion in Cuba, which would mean war. These 
traders believe that the bull argumcnts 
ghould no longer be simply in talk of main- 
taining peace, but rather talk to the effect 
that war has already been sufficiently Gis- 
counted in the severe declines, and that war, 
even if it comes, will not unfavorably affect 
the business of the country. 

Strawboard Market Abroad. 

The agent of the American Strawboard 
Manufacturers’ association sent abroad a 
few months ago to seek a market for the 
combine’s surplus product has_ returned 
with orders for about 100 tons of straw- 
boar. Arrangements have practically been 
made for 0 an office in London. Lit- 
tle strawboard is made in Great Britain, the 
market there being supplied principally 


from Germany. 
There is now general talk of a serious 


hitch in the plans of financing the new steel 


and wire trust. It is stated by some that 
the promoters have found the “ war scare’ 
to be an interference in raising the neces- 
sary cash. Also it is said that the earn- 
ing power of some of the plants expected 
to be taken in is now found to be insuffi- 
cient to justify the prices that were asked 
for them. At any rate the new combine, if 
it becomes formed, will probably contain 
only about half as many plants as were 
originally counted in the scheme. It is also 
quite likely that the capitalization of the 
new company will .be materially. reduced. 
It was originally fixed at $87,000,000, but 
it was said yesterday that the prospects now 
are that it will be made not to exceed 
$40,000,000, and may be considerably less 
than that. The Washburn & Moen company 
of Worcester, Mass., may not go into the 
combine. The trust has offered $200 a share 
for a controlling’ interest in that company, 
which has a capital of $4,000,000. The 
Washburn & Moen people are said to have 
cleared $900,000 in 1895 and more than 
$1,000,000 in 1807, while 1896 was a poor year.

It is already evident that offers of battle- 
ships will not be wanting, as it is said that 
he carries with him a list of ten or twelve 
vessels already for sale, while the evidence 
that the money is ready to complete the 
purchase will give him an entrance to every 
market and every shipyard in England or 
on the continent. It is not impossible that 
some of the South American republics 
which have been overstraining themselves 
to strengthen their navies may avail them- 
selves of the opportunity to dispose of some 
of their effective vessels, especially if con- 
vineed that there is no pressing emergency 
calling for their use. Two powerful battle- 
ships in process of construction for Japan 
in this country, it is intimated, may be taken 
possession of by right of eminent domain, 
but it is hoped that this may not be neces- 
sary—or, if finally resorted to, that the coun- 
try may be in a position to replace them by 
the time they are needed by that vigorous 
and progressive power. 

The country will have entire faith that no 
useless or rotten hulks can be palmed off 
on Commander Brownson. He goes with 
the full knowledge that whatever he does 
in the way of purchase must be done be- 
fore a declaration of war, so that we shall 
have no repetition of England’s blunder in 
the Alabama case. Therefore he will see 
that both ships and munitions are delivered 
in time to avoid such complications.

“ First—That the Executive has the power 
to make such modifications as may be 
found advisable, and therefore no legislation

the classification has been too extensive, | 
and that certain places that have been classi- ;

appointments may be made to them 
examination but at the pleas- 
ure of the head of the department or bureau. 

“ The committee therefore is of the opinion 
that the President should make certain 
modifications in the existing civil service 
rules and should restore to the heads of 
ts and the heads of bureaus the 
appointment of certain classes of officials.” 


Salient Recommendations. 


Among the offices which the committee 
recommends should be excluded from the 
classified service are the following: 

Deputy commissioners, deputy collectors 
of internal revenue agents, who are em-~- 
ployés of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue; temporary storekeepers and 
gaugers, certain lighthouse employés, ship- 
ping commissioner at the various ports, in- 
spectors of hulls and boilers, all positions 
in the custodian service; assistant attorneys 
and special agents in the Department of 
Justice, and Deputy United States Mar- 


It is recommended that a number of em- 
ployés in the Interior department, includiizg 
the chief clerk of the department and the 
chief clerks of the various bureaus, special 
agents, and law examiners, be exempt. 

The exemption recommended in this de- 
partment is quite extended and includes 
generally the positions of individual re- 
sponsibility, the temporary places, and 
places of minor responsibility. It is also 
recommended that private secretaries be in 
all cases exempted. 

The same recommendation is made as to 
the chief clerks in all departments, also 
as to postoffice inspectors and special agents 
of the Agricultural department. A com- 
petitive departmental examination for tech- 
nical positions at navy yards is recom- 
mended. | 


Printing Office Classification. 


The committee expresses the opinion that 
the classification of the Government Print- 
ing Office was not authorized by iaw, but 
that even if it was many places in that office 
were included which should not have been. 
It says that if the office is to remain in the 
classified service the appointments should 
be apportioned among the various States. 

The recept order“Of the President in re- 
gard to removals seems to have been inter- 
preted more narrowly than in the opinion 
of the committee the order justifies. It says 
that “ while the power of appointment to the 
civil service may well be regulated so as to 
open the service impartially to all the peo- 
ple of the United States under suitable re- 
strictions, the power of removal should be 
very broad. Where a clerk is deemed by his 
superior to be inefficient, it is clearly in the 
line of public policy that that clerk should 
be d ed, and there should be no imped- 
iments placed in the way of such a discharge 
except such as may be necessary to secure 
justice to the person removed.” 

The committee further recommends that 
the President be requested to change exist- 
ing regulations, so that when a vacancy oc- 
curs, and under the rule three names aré 
certified as eligible for such vacancy, the 
three names shall be forwarded to the local 
officer in charge of the office, where such 
vacancy exists, and such local officer shall 
designate the person to be selected for such 
vacancy, subject to approval by the head of 
the department having jurisdiction of such 


House Proceedings. 


The House devoted itself to routine busi- 
ness today. The legislative, executive, and 
judicial appropriation bill went through its 
last stages in the adoption of the financial- 
conference report and the remainder of the 
day was consumed in the consideration of 
the Senate amendments to the Indian appro- 
priation bill. 

The substitute for the Senate provision re- 
garding the opening of the Uncompahgre 
reservation was knocked out on a point of 
order and the amendment goes back to con- 
ference. The desire of the conferees to non- 
concur in the Senate free homestead clause 
encountered bitter opposition and an ar- 
rangement was made whereby four hours 
are to be devoted to debate. Mr. Sherman, 
chairman of the Indian committee, declared 
that the free homestead provision would 
cost the government $55,000,000. He de- 
sires to eliminate it frém the bill and has 
the support of the Secretary of the Interior. 

r. Sherman’s request was agreed to ex- 
cepting that relating to the compensation 
for the commission engaged if the sale of 
the Puyallup Indian reservation, to which 
Mr. Lewis [Dem., Wash.] offered an amend- 
Ment to repeal the law prohibiting the 
alienation of these Indian lands within a 
Period of ten years.

TALKOF THE BUDGET | 


Annual Appropriation Bill in 
Committee of Whole. 


HARLAN DELAYS VOTE. 


Consequent Fear of Procrastina- 
tion in Council. 


INTEREST TO TREASURER. 


The annual appropriation bill for 1898 was 
approved by the City Council in Committee 
of the Whole yesterday ,afternoon, and 
would have been passed and put out of the 
way had it not been for the strenuous ob- 
jection of Alderman Harlan. He stated 
that he wished to have incorporated in the 
bill a provision for back pay to 135 police- 
men who were carried cn the rolls as pro- 
bationers for some time longer than the 
six months named in the law, and would 
move to have it inserted next Monday night, 
when the bill will come up for passage. 

As the admission of one amendment, after 
the bill comes out of Committee of the 
Whole, always results in an attempt to put 
in an indefinite number of others and a long 
delay in the passage of the bill, this attempt 
will be fought bitterly by the Aldermen 
having the bill in charge. Alderman Har- 
lan insisted on the charter motion that a 
measure g0 over one meeting when two 
Aldermen demand it, and Alderman Nelson 
joined in the demand. 


Powers and Harlan Tilt. 


During the consideration of the bill by the 
Committee of the Whole Alderman Powers, 
who was presiding, and Alderman, Harlan 
came to an issue over a matter which may 
have considerable bearing on the coming 
Aldermanic election in the Nineteenth 


Ward. There was inserted in the bill a pro- 


vision that in case it was decided to purchase 
twelve acres belonging to the Sacred Heart 
Convent as an addition to Vernon Park $250,- 
000 be set aside from moneys not otherwise 
appropriated to pay forit. Vernon Park is 
in Alderman Powers’ ward, and the addi- 
tion to it is much desired by the residents. 
Alderman Harlan attacked the item as being 
useless, there being no fund from which the 
money could be taken, and Alderman Pow- 
ers, explaining that it did not really appro- 
priate any money, asked that it be allowed as

PECKHAM WARNS BONDSMEN 


South Tewn Collector John Ernst is threat- 
ened with an action for trespass and a suit 
for damages by the First National Bank 
through its general counsel, Orville Peck- 
ham, for the manner in which he collected 
$85,237 in tax money from that institution 
on Tuesday. @ . 

According to Attorney Peckham, suit will 
be commenced immediately. An appeal will 
be taken as soon as a formal order is en- 
tered by Judges Shepard and Freeman in 
their decision refusing to issue a restrain- 
ing order against the Collector. 

In the meanwhile, Collector Ernst, with 
interest accumulating on the funds in his 
hands, has decided that discretion is the 
better part of valor, and will hold the money 
until the County Treasurer or séme other 
official gets an order from the courts com- 
pelling him to pay it over. Collector Ernst 
came to this decision after a conference with 

rom orney Peckham that they would 
be held liable for the money. 


More Trouble for Ernst. 


Trouble came to the South Town Collector 
from @ new source in the afternoon when 
Judge Grosscup issued a restraining order 
to prevent the collection of the tax against 
the ,National Bank of the Republic, which 
Mr. Ernst had postponed till today as a 
favor, he claims. President Lynch contra- 
dicts that statement, however. 

As the first move of the banks, Attorney 
Peckham sent out a notice to the Collector 
and his bondsmen warning them against 
paying the money into the County Treasury. 
This warning was in the following words: 

Dear Sir: In regard to what occurred at this 
bank this morning, when you secured. under threat 
of levy on the bank’s property a sum of money 
equivalent to the total tax against the bank's 
stockholders, I desire to warn you not toturn that 
money over to the County Treasurer or to anybody 
else, as the First National Bank of Chicago will 
hid you and your bondsmen responsible for it. I 
explained to you fully and in the presence of many 
witnesses this morning the grounds of this bank's 
protest and nature of the payment extorted from 
it, and I need not therefore repeat these. This 
letter is written to warn you to protect yourself and 
your bondsmen by seeing to it that in case this 
bank shall hereafter establish its rights to the re- 
payment of said money or to damages on account 
of said wrongful levy the money shall be forth- 
coming to satisfy the law. I am sending to each of 


your bondsmen a copy of this letter. ,
